1 BARUCH, BERNARD - “Turning the Century on Wall Street'’ ($450-Up) 

American businessman and statesman; widely known as a friend, adviser and confidant of every U.S. President from 
Wilson to JFK; appointed Chairman of Committee on War Industries Board. Choice Photograph Signed “ B.M. 
Baruch, ” 4to, depicting him at his desk. Framed with a wonderful old photograph of Broad Street, with caption: 
“Trading on the Outdoor Curb clogged Broad Street on a busy day. fdling the streets and overflowing onto the side¬ 
walks. The automobile, which was coming into wide use, the horse and buggy and the horse drawn delivery wagon all 
competed with the hardy outdoor brokers. ” Overall size: 18” x 28”. 

2 EARHART, AMEUIA - “First Lady of the Air” ($550-Up) 

American aviatrix; nicknamed “The First Lady of the Air” as she is the first woman to fly solo across the Atlantic; dis¬ 
appeared mysteriously over the Pacific in 1937. Signature “Amelia Earhart. ” Framed with a March 3, 1937 photo 
of her arriving in her “flying laboratory” at Oakland Airport, just one week before the around-the-world, research flight 
in which she disappeared. Overall size: 13-5/8” x 10-5/8”. 

3 GOETHALS, GEORGE WASHINGTON - “Ahead of Schedule” ($475-Up)

American financier, who with John D. Rockefeller, Sr., was reputed to have control of half the corporate assets of the 
U.S. at the turn of the 20th century; one of the most important financial figures of his time, he brilliantly devised a plan 
and successfully raised funds to purchase gold and re-fill the coffers of the Treasury, thereby saving the United States 
Government from serious embarrassment; Morgan was a target of Teddy Roosevelt’s “trust busting.”

9 DOUGLASS, FREDERICK - “Where Justice Is Denied” ($450-Up)

Union general; defeated Stonewall Jackson at Kernstown; one of only 15 officers to receive the Thanks of Congress for 
his capture of Port Hudson; Governor of Massachusetts. Autograph Letter Signed “N.P. Banks," 1 page, Boston, 
June 5, 1884. To Mr. H.F. Lamb at the National Bank, he writes: "It is quite out of my power to comply with your 
request in regard to a letter of Judge Gray of the circuit court of the United States. Otherwise I should gladly do so... ” 
Framed with an engraving from Harper’s Weekly [January 17, 1863] entitled “General Bank’s Forces Landing at 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana,” and an engraved portrait in uniform. Overall size: 17-5/8” x 21-5/8”. 

12 BURNSIDE, AMBROSE EVERETT - “Coastal Campaign, North Carolina, 1862” ($450-Up)

cesses, capturing 2,500 prisoners for which he received the Thanks of Congress; Governor of Rhode Island (1866-68); 
U.S. Senator; originator of sideburns. Autograph Sentiment Signed “Truly Yours / A.E. Burnside / Gov. /?./.”

Partly-printed Document Signed "S.P. Chase” as Governor, 1 page, 
small oblong folio, Columbus. Ohio, March 27, 1858. Countersigned by A.P. Russell, Secretary of State. Chase 
appoints Solomon Hoover a Notary Public. Embossed green seal of the State of Ohio. Framed with a carte-de-visite 
photograph [by Brady]. Overall size: 15-5/8” x 19-5/8”. 

14 EARLY, JUBAL ANDERSON - “Raidon Washington” ($375-Up) 

Confederate general; nicknamed “Old Jube,” made famous raid on Washington; his record from Cedar Mount to Salem 
Church is said to be “second only to Jackson himself.” His Signature "J.A. Early / Lynchburg / Virginia, ” written in 
indelible pencil on a sheet of lined notepaper, which has the following description penned at the bottom: “My father 
Wells P. Jones rode on a train with Genl Early on a trip South and heard many war experiences. H.M. Soliday...” 
Framed with sepia-toned reprints of Early, and the battalion under Cassius M. Clay defending the White House in 
1861. In July, 1864, with 8,000 ragged men. Early had saved Lynchburg, driven Hunter out of the Valley and struck 
north toward Washington. Stalled at Monocacy by Lew Wallace’s improvised army, his exhausted troops marched to 
Silver Spring, Maryland on July 11 and fell out by the hundreds while veteran Federal troops streamed into 
Washington.

15 GREEN, THOMAS - “Killed, Pleasant Hill, 1864” ($350-Up) 

Confederate general; hero of the Battle of Valverde [March, 1862], Green & his Texans routed Canby’s Federals [with 
Kit Carson’s New Mexicans] in hand-to-hand combat; during Bank's Red River Campaigns of 1863 and 1864, Green’s 
Texans surprised Gen. W.B. Franklin’s 20,000 man army in its camp near Grand Coteau capturing 600 Federals and 
harassing Franklin's retreat to Iberia; during the fierce fighting of April, 1864, Green’s Texans attacked the retreating 
Federal gunboats; Green was decapitated by a Federal shell at Pleasant Hill (a.k.a. Blair’s Landing). Docket 
Signature "Filed May 4 . 1854 . T. Green ” on blue paper cut from a document. Framed with a reprint of a sketch of 
him, and a print of the USS Neosho, the powerful Union ironclad. Overall size: 11-5/8” x 21-5/8”. 

16 HALLECK, HENRY WAGNER - “Fredericksburg” ($450-Up) 

General-in-Chief of the Union Army; military adviser to President Lincoln; commanded the seizure of Corinth in 1862. 
Signature "H.W. Halleck / Genl. in Chf" Framed with an E. Anthony carte-de-visite of Halleck from the 
“Photographic negative of Brady’s National Portrait Gallery.” Also included in this framed ensemble is a 4-page war- 
related ALS of another person, addressed to Dr. Edward Kerschner, USN, “U.S. Iron Clad Steamer, 'New=Ironsides,’ 
Hampton Roads, Va.” With patriotic envelope. In part: "...Gen. Banks is at New Orleans, & hopes he will make the 
rebels feel the blow of his right arm before long. The Battle of Fredericksburg. Was it a victory or a repulse. The word 
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is a sad repulse & ... on Gen. Hallack as the cause of it, because he forgot to send the pontoons in time for Sumner's 
Corps to seize the heights before the greasy rebels... ” The “New Ironsides” had seven 11” shell guns and one 200-lb 
parrott with great speed and precision. It was later damaged by the Confederate torpedo boat, David. Overall size: 15-

17 HAMPTON, WADE - “Hatcher's Run” ($450-Up) 

Confederate general; Governor of South Carolina; U.S. Senator; reputed to be the largest landowner in the 
Confederacy, famous for raising the Hampton Legion; blocked Sheridan’s Trevilian Raid. Signature “ Wade Hampton 
/So. Car.” on small slip. Framed with a sepia-toned reprint of a photograph of Hampton in uniform and a map from 
Harper's Weekly [April 22, 1865] of the action at Petersburg featuring prominently Hatcher's Run, where Wade 
Hamptom watched both his sons fall, one wounded and one killed. Overall size: 20” x 22". 

18 HANCOCK, WINFIELD SCOTT - “North Anna, 1864” ($450-Up) 

Union general; served at Yorktown, Chickahominy, Antietam, Fredericksburg, Gettysburg, the Wilderness, Cold 
Harbor. Petersburg, Spotsylvania; one of only 15 Officers to receive the Thanks of Congress; presidential nominee. 
1880. Ornate Signature “Winf Scott Hancock / Maj. Gen. USA / Commanding East Division of the Atlantic / 
Washington D.C. / March 20 1878” on 8vo album page. Framed with a copy of a Brady portrait of Hancock in uni¬ 
form and two stereographs, the first being a A Confederate Redoubt [verso text: “This is an exterior view of a Rebel 
redoubt on the south bank of the North Anna River. The guns of this redoubt commanded the Chesterfield bridge. 
The Second Corps [Hancock’s] crossed the river and captured this redoubt May 23, 1864. The artillery at the 
embrasure, the shelter tents, the groups of soldiers are all as natural as life”]. The second being an image entitled 
“Our Boys in the Trenches” [this photo was taken at North Anna, see Time-Life Civil War series, The Killing 
Ground, p. 143, the troops are protecting a captured redan on the river’s north bank. Heavy rains on May 25th left 
water knee-deep in the trenches in spite of the pup tents].

19 LEE, ROBERT E. - “Serving The CSA ” ($5000-Up) 

General-in-Chief of all Confederate Armies. Autograph Letter Signed ”R.E. Lee / Lexington Va: 17 Nov. 1866, ” 3/4 
page, small 4to. He writes: "Mr. Wm. Poindexter, at the beginning of the war, entered the 1 st Rockbridge Cav[alry] in 
which he served faithfully till disabled by a wound. Upon his recovery he returned to his Comp [any] & continued till 
the cessation of hostilities. His kind, amiable disposition has procured him many friends in Lexington where he is 
known, where his family has resided for several generations...” Fold wear and age-toning [appears to be mounted].

20 LEE, FITZHUGH - “Ride Around McClellan” ($450-Up) 

Confederate general: nephew of Robert E. Lee; with Jeb Stuart on his famous “ride around McClellan,” at Antietam, 
Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, Spotsylvania: seriously wounded at Winchester after three horses were shot out from 
under him; surrendered two days after his uncle at Farmville, Va. Strong Signature “Fitzhugh Lee” on a card. Matted 
and framed under glass with a sepia-toned reprint of him in uniform and a magnificent four-page Autograph Letter 
Signed by Confederate Doctor Hollingsworth, dated “ July 4, 1862 / Camp 5 miles from Richmond” that reads in part: 
“.../ know you have read with interest the accounts of the thrilling scenes that have been enacted along these lines & in 
this section of old Virginia...they have far surpassed anything of the kind since the beginning of the war...our brave 
troops commenced the attack...they have driven the great, grand army of the North, commanded by their boasted and 
boastful Gen. McClellan from their strong fortification batteries and entrenchments for a distance of twenty' to twenty- 
five miles, capturing thousands of prisoners and any quantity of cannon...The greatest and best disciplined army the 
North has ever raised...seemed to be confident that they would plant their Flag on our Capital this day by the farthest 
has been foiled...But while we are disposed to rejoice over the defeat of our hateful foe, our feelings are saddened by 
the reflection that our triumphs were achieved at a large sacrifice of noble he roes...nor will it be ascertained for some 
time yet the extent of our losses - but it must have been heavy — particularly when they had to charge so many batter¬

21 LINCOLN, ABRAHAM & EDWIN M. STANTON - “ Brigadier General Nickerson, 1863” ($4500-Up)

page, folio, Washington, March 16, 1863. Countersigned by Edwin M. Stanton. Embossed blue paper War 
Department Seal.

22 MAURY, DABNEY HERNDON - “ Commander, Mobile ” ($450-Up) 

Confederate general; dismissed from the Union Army in spite of a distinguished record, in June, 1861, for “treasonable 
designs;” fought for the Confederacy at Iuka, Corinth, Hatchie Bridge; defended Mobile until the final assault March- 
April, 1865 against Canby's 45,000 troops. Excellent war-date Signature “ Dabney H. Maury / Maj. Gen. C. Army ” 
on ruled paper. Framed with a sepia-toned reprint of a photo of Maury in uniform and original front-page [with fold 
holes] of The Galveston Tri-Weekly News, March 14, 1864, covering Maury’s Mobile command as well as various 
war-news articles mentioning Generals Sherman. Gilmore, Forrest, Smith, Grierson, Grant. Penniless after the war, 
Maury taught school in Richmond and organized the Southern Historical Society. A man of uncompromising princi¬ 
ples, he turned down $30,000 to lend his name to the Louisiana Lottery and gave up his salaried work to be a volunteer 
nurse in the New Orleans yellow fever epidemic. Overall size: 22” x 26”. 

23 PATRICK, MARSENA RUDOLPH - “AtAntietam” ($350-Up) 

Union general; commanded I Corps. 1st Division brigades at South Mountain and Antietam; appointed Provost 
Marshall. Army of the Potomac responsible for gathering intelligence about Confederate fortifications, troop disposi¬ 
tions and supplies from “contrabands,” fugitive slaves; president of the agricultural college that became Cornell. 
Autograph Letter Signed "M.R. Patrick. ” 1 page, 8vo, on imprinted Health Department stationery. New York, April 
16, 1879. To Col. D.C. Robinson. Private Secretary of Governor Tilden, Albany, N.Y. He writes: “From what has 
transpired today. I am of the opinion that the Police Order will be drawn up and issued tomorrow. I will advise you of 
progress - Probably, something further than what I now have, may, hereafter, be asked for from the Governor...” 
Framed with a sepia-toned reprint of Patrick in uniform, as one biographer described, “the air of an Old Testament 
prophet” and a 30th reunion silk of the I Corps survivors which Patrick commanded at South Mountain and 
Antietam. Overall size: 15-5/8” x 25-5/8”. 

24 PORTER, DAVID DIXON - “On Board" ($300-Up) 

Union admiral: with his foster brother, David G. Farragut, captured New Orleans; commanded the North Atlantic 
Squadron and received his fourth Thanks of Congress for his success at Fort Fisher. Fine Letter Signed “ D.D. 
Porter, ” 1/2 page, 4to, on imprinted Navy Department stationery, Washington, May 19, 1869. To Commodore John 
G. Walker, he writes: “ Your note of the 18th is received and I have given orders to the Bu. of Equipt. & Recruitg. to 
have the seamen and ordinary seamen shipped in Boston as you requested...” Framed with a sepia-toned reprint of 
Porter in uniform. Overall size: 15-5/8” x 23-5/8”. 

25 PORTER, HORACE - “Medal of Honor, Chickamauga" ($350-Up) 

Union general; aide-de-camp to Grant: breveted for Ft. Pulaski, the Wilderness, New Market Heights and war sevice; 
awarded the Medal of Honor for his actions as Captain of Ordinance at Chickamauga where as a volunteer aide, at a 
critical moment when the lines were broken, he rallied enough fugitives to hold the ground under heavy fire long 
enough to effect the escape of wagon trains and batteries. Strong, clean Signature "Horace Porter" on a card. 
Framed with a sepia-toned reprint of a photograph of Porter in uniform, and a Civil War canteen cover. Overall size: 
19-5/8” x 21-5/8”. 

26 SCHURZ, CARL - “At Chancellorsville" ($450-Up) 

Union general; commanded the 3rd Division, XI Corps at Chancellorsville and took the brunt of Jackson’s forces 
which routed Howard’s unprepared XI Corps. Autograph Sentiment Signed “Truly yours / C. Schurz / Washington, 
Jan 21 '73." Framed with a sepia-toned reprint photograph of Schurz. and an engraving from Harper's Weekly, 
[May 23, 1863], entitled: “The Battles at Chancellorsville — Couch's Corps Forming Line of Battle to Cover the 
Retreat of the 11th Corps, 2nd May, 1863 - from a sketch by Waud." Overall size: 17-5/8” x 27-5/8”. 

27 SEWARD, WILLIAM HENRY - “Avenged" ($300-Up) 

Secretary of State under Lincoln and Johnson; as Governor of New York, he secured legislation to protect fugitive 
slaves; as U.S. Senator, he voiced his opposition to Clay’s Compromise of 1850, with words that were soon echoed by 
the anti-slavery forces, "there is a higher law than the Constitution which regulates our authority over the domain.” 
Franking Signature “Will. H. Seward / CSS” penned at the upper right corner of an envelope, postmarked in 
Washington, June 11, n.y. Addressed in another hand to William S. DeZeng at the Manhattan Life Insurance Company 
in New York. Framed with two sepia-toned reprints: a portrait of Seward, and an image depicting the execution of the 
four condemned conspirators: Mary Surratt, Lewis Powell, David Herold and George Atzerodt. Shortly after 10:00 
pm, April 14, 1865, as John Wilkes Booth jumped from President Lincoln’s box at the Ford Theater, shouting “Sic 
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semper tyrannis! The South is avenged!” co-conspirator, Lewis Payne carried out a frenzied attack on Secretary of 
State Seward and his household. Miraculously, the 64-year-old statesman survived and went on to serve Andrew

28 SHERMAN, WILLIAM TECUMSEH - “Occupying Atlanta" ($750-Up)

ored twice, for Chattanooga and his operations in Georgia; succeeded Grant as Commander-in-Chief. Autograph 
Letter Signed “W.T. Sherman , ” 2-1/3 pages, on stationery imprinted Headquarters Army of the United States, 
Washington, D.C.. October 19, 1878. To L. Nicholson, Topographn...Dept. He writes; “1 beg to acknowledge receipt 
of your very kind letter of Oct. 17, accompanying three most excellent maps exhibiting the Post Routes in the Great 
West - Apart from their real value I assure you that I feel the compliment of your [sending them. In a few months in 
our new office I hope to have plenty of Room to hang them up so as to be easy of reference. I am sure my brother 
Judge Charles will be pleased to hear that you bear him in present Memory. He begins to show signs of age...but other¬ 
wise is very comfortable & happy in Cleveland. All his children are now well married...] that he has earned the right 
to rest... ” Section in brackets not visible. A tear affects the last paragraph. Framed with a sepia-toned reprint of 
Sherman in uniform and a stereograph entitled “City Hall and camp of the 2nd Mass. Infantry, Atlanta” [John C. 
Taylor; published after 1890. This photograph appears in the Time-Life Civil War series. Battles for Atlanta, Sherman 
Moves East, pp. 156-157]. The 2nd Mass, served at Winchester, Cedar Mountain, Antietam, Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg, Kenesaw Mountain, Atlanta, the March to the Sea.

29 THOMAS, LORENZO - “On Leave from the War" ($350-Up) 

Union general: chief of staff to General Winfield Scott; commanded the Black troops in the Military Division of the 
Mississippi until the end of the war.

Each boat with a certain number of timbers, is carrying a large wagon, and when 
needed is brought up the water’s edge, slipped off from the wheels in the river, anchored parallel with the current, and 
followed by others in a like manner; the timbers are soon laid, and the army has a serviceable bridge, light and 
strong. ”] Overall size: 18” x 28”.

Wool occupied Norfolk the morning of 
May 10, leaving the Confederate ironclad Virginia (a.k.a. Merrimac), standing offshore without a port or a future. 
Early the next morning, Virginia Captain Josiah Tattnall gave the order to abandon ship and then lit a long fuse. At 
precisely 4:58 a.m., the pride of the Confederate Navy was blown up.

ALTITUDE RECORD FOR AIRPLANES 




AVIATION: ORVILLE WRIGHT ($3500-Up) 

Pioneer American aviator; with his brother Wilbur, made 
first successful flight in a motor-powered airplane in 
1903. Fine Typewritten Document Signed "Orville 
Wright” as Directing Official, 1 page, 4to, on stationery 
headed “Report of Trial for Altitude,” Dayton, Ohio, 
April 10, 1926. In Wright’s ever increasing desire to 
push the issue of man-flight, he witnesses an attempt to 
set a new world’s record for altitude. Documented here 
is an attempt held on April 10, 1926, in a “Corps 
Observation No. 5 (Experimental)” airplane, powered by 
a “Liberty, 400 H.P. ” motor. “Lieutenant John A. 
Mac ready, ” being the pilot. “The airplane carried two 
lead-sealed barographs lead-sealed to the airplane...” 
Officially noted “The flight was made altogether in 
accordance with F.A.I. regulations. The start and land¬ 
ing were made at McCook Field. The barographs were 
suspended in the second cockpit away from the motor 
and were thoroughly protected from the heat of the 
motor...Both barographs were sent with seals unbroken 
to Bureau of Standards at Washington...for calibration 
and determination of the maximum altitude reached...” 
Unobtrusive age-toning. Boldly signed by Wright at the 
conclusion, along with George B. Smith as “Observer,” 
and notarized by M.L. Barringer. Unusually fine. 

SHARING THE CREDIT WITH WILBUR 
FOR THE “FIRST FLIGHT” 

AVIATION: ORVILLE WRIGHT ($2500-Up) 

Exceptional Typewritten Letter Signed “Orville 
Wright, ” 1 page, small 4to, on personal imprinted sta¬ 
tionery, Dayton, Ohio, October 31, 1928. Writing to 
United States “Senator Hiram Bingham, ” the noted 
explorer and aviator, Wright relates: “...Mr. Victory

My only criti¬ 
cism of the inscription proposed...was its specifically 
mentioning me in the reference to the first flight. I never 
thought that 1 was entitled to more credit for the first 
flight than was Wilbur. The inscription might give that

Turning to a most important subject, Wright continues: 
"The latest gesture of the Smithsonian Institution does 
not in the least clear up the matter...! see no change in 
the situation...the...bill does not propose an investigation 
of the thing that most needs investigation...the 
Smithsonian's handling of the National Museum. The 
aeronautical exhibit is the largest and most prominent 
one in the Museum. This art will probably never be 
truthfully represented so long as the Museum is adminis¬ 
tered by the Smithsonian. No national museum should be 
placed so much under the control of a single individ¬ 
ual... ” An unusual letter of Orville, showing him to be 
humble, but also an assertive activist.

Hope to sec you again 
in New York sometime. Wishing you the best of success 
with your new venture. ” Small binding traces at extreme 
left margin, otherwise very good. 
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Consul at Malaga, Spain. Excellent group of 4 letters written 
during the frantic reign of the Barbary Pirates. Addressed to 
Tobias Lear, formerly private secretary to George 
Washington, at this time the U.S. Consul General at Algiers. 
Includes: 3 Autograph Letters Signed, and 1 Manuscript 
Letter Signed “Willm. Kirkpatrick” 10-3/4 pages. 4to, 
Malaga, [Spain], from January through August, 1804. Stirring 
descriptions of current events, written to Lear, who was 
involved in the peacemaking efforts of the United States with 
the unscrupulous Dey of Algiers, and who was working for the 
release of the American sailors captured and imprisoned by the 
Dey, especially the noted American naval officer, Captain 
William Bainbridge, with his ship the U.S. frigate 
“Philadelphia.” Kirkpatrick writes on January 13, 1804, with 
news he has received from America explaining that: “...the 
Treaty ceding Louisiana to the U.S. had been ratified & 
exchanged on the 21 Oct. I now learn...from Washington that 
on the 8 Novr. all the Laws necessary for making the payments 
for, and taking Possession of that Country has been passed, 
consequently it is now joined to the Union. The Loss of the 
[U.S .} frigate Philadelphia, & captivity of my Worthy friend 
Capt. Bainbridge, officers & crew have sensibly affected me. 
This unfortunate catastrophe will 1 fear materially thwart 
your, & Commodore [Edward] Preble’s Plans against Tripoli, 
and probably prolong the war as the Bashaw’s demands will 
no doubt be considerably enhanced by the retention of so 
many Americans in his Possession. I will be infinitely obliged 
by your giving...the enclosed to Capt. Bainbridge, in which I 
inform him, that if He should require any money...that his 
djrajfts on me to the amount of One or Two Thousand Dollars 


necessary supplies for his Officers, that 1 will honor his Bills on 
me...” On March 12th Kirkpatrick writes: “I...received... 
your., favor of 4 Janry...also your Circular of the 16, Decemr. 
Whereby 1 learnt...that you had been so fortunate as to procure 
the liberty of the American Vessels detained by Algerian 
Cruisers, and settled every point in dispute, with the Dey to 
your liking...you certainly are entitled to the thanks of..Citizens 
that would without doubt have fallen a victim to the barbarous 
treatment universally experienced...the Dispatches received 
from America, in which the President [Thomas Jefferson], has 
so amply testified his approbation of your conduct...It seems 
very uncertain what course the Politicks in Europe will 
take...the Embargo laid on in America, may probably induce the 
belligerent Powers to relax in their decrees; We may infer from 
the conduct of Congress...that they wish to remain Neutral...I 
am informed none of the detained Vessels under the decree of 
17 Decemr. have yet been condemned...You will before now 
have been informed that France had declared War against the 
Regency of Algiers, because they would not deliver up the 
Italian Captives...” On March 27th, Kirkpatrick relates: “.../ 
learn you had been received with much cordiality by the Dey 
and that our affairs appeared to stand Well...I am infinitely 
obliged by your Kind promises of forwarding my Letter to the 
Worthy Captain Bainbridge...I much fear his fate will be ren¬ 
dered more disagreeable, after the Bashaw had seen the 
destruction of the Philadelphia in his Own Harbor, by the intre¬ 
pid conduct of the Brave Capt. Decatur who on this Occasion 
acted a most gallant part. Had there been any possibility of 
extricating his Friend from Captivity, in this Daring attempt, I 
am persuaded He would have gone great lengths to 
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succeed...As...reported...the Toulon Fleet had sailed, it is probable 
Lord Nelson had received this information, at the time He was off 
Algiers, and thereby prevented from insisting... on the Dev’s admitting 
Mr. Falcon...It will still...be the case, so soon as his Lordship 
can... return off Algiers, and it may be of service... that the Dey’s arro¬ 
gance be somewhat humbled...The much threatened Invasion [in 
France] has not yet been attempted & People seem to think it will not. 
The pretended conspiracy at Paris is considered a mere farce to get 
rid of [General Jean Victor] Moreau. The King [George III] of 
England by last advices was in a fair way of Recovery [suffering from 
his third mental attack]... ” And finally on August 8th. Kirkpatrick 
writes: ".../ have since received your esteemed Letter...with sundry 
enclosures...from Commodore Preble, Mr. Davis and the Unfortunate 
Capt. Bainbridge...! observe...the state of our affairs with Tunis, 
which are at best on a precarious footing...! pity poor Bainbridge 
from the Bottom of my Heart, and sincerely hope either the Proposals 
of Preble for his, officer’s & Crew's Exchange may have been attend¬ 
ed to or that those of the Emperor of Russia, will have the desired 
effect. You will before now have had Capt. [Isaac] Chauncey with 
you, and probably...you may have gone on with him to Tripoly...I have 
no advice yet of Capt. [Samuel] Barron's arrival at Cilbralter with 
his Squadron tho' He may be...expected by the Letters l received from 
[James Monroe at] the Department of State...General Moreau has 
arrived at Cadiz on his way to America. He has been received in the 
most affectionate manner...and I am persuaded will experience a sim¬ 
ilar reception in the United States. There is great talk of the Invasion 
being soon attempted...the New Emperor Buonaparte sett off for 
Bologna on the 19 ulto. to endeavor to make a trial...I enclose you 
copy of a Letter [present] from Mr. Pinckney our Minister in Madrid. 
The subject in dispute l have fond hope will be settled in America, as 
it is no way probable that this Country’ [Spain] will risk her Colonial 
Possessions, by entering into a contest with the United States...” 
Each letter docketed by Lear on integral address leaves. Lear suc¬ 
ceeded in securing a somewhat less that acceptable agreement with 
the Pasha. Most thought it acceded to ransom for the prisoners.

WILLIAM SHALER. American sea captain: U.S. 
Consul General at Algiers; involved in the China trade; 
friend and adviser to King Kamehameha I; appointed 
commissioner along with Commodore Stephen Decatur, 
to negotiate a peace with Algiers; sailed from N.Y. in 
May, 1815 with Decatur and the powerful U.S. Squadron. 
Choice Autograph Letter Signed “ Wm. Shaler, ’’ 1 page, 
4to. New York, April 29, 1815. Writing to "Col. 
[Tobias] Lear, ” the former U.S. Consul, Shaler, about to 
embark for Algeria, writes: “I had the pleasure of 
receiving your favor...and yesterday from the Secretary of 
State [James Monroe] your letter on Algerian affairs, the 
letters enclosed [not present] will pay do attention to. 
Accept my thanks Sir for your polite attention, and let me 
request that you will do me the honor to write me occa¬ 
sionally as leizure permits, which on my part I will with 
very great pleasure reciprocate. The Commodore 
[Decatur] informs me that the Squadron is ready. I there¬ 
fore soon expect to be at Sea unless the important news 
just rec ’d which seems likely to involve Europe again in a 
general maritime war, should induce the government to 
order us to pause. The age of wonders is not yet expired. 
1 trust...your wishes respecting our expedition may be 
realized, every thing may be expected from our gallant 
Commanders, officers, and seamen.... ” With the backing 
of Stephen Decatur and the impressive American 
squadron staring down his throat, a liberal treaty was bul¬ 
lied from the Dey. Soon afterwards Shaler went ashore 
as Consul General, remaining in Algiers for twelve years.

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96 BARTON, CLARA ($850-Up) 

Nurse; philanthropist; founder of the American Red 
Cross. Outstanding Autograph Letter Signed “Clara 
Barton,” 4 full pages, 4to, Glen Echo, Md.. March 10, 
1905. Writing just one year after resigning from the lead¬ 
ership of the Red Cross, Barton, a prisoner of her celebri¬ 
ty, candidly relates: “My last letter from you...almost 
drew me over to Chicago...I have watched...the results 
you have attained by a labor which, also, cannot be 
described. Are you not making it too severe? Too 
unremitting? Can a human constitution carry it, and not 
break some link in the ever straightening chain?...How 
earnestly I have wished I could help. And how [I] feared 
the possibility of doing you harm through the paltry 
tongue of scandal that mav follow me...I have declined 
already...to take positions in large organizations...There 
is one, however...! feel that its very littleness, and 
insignificance might safeguard it...The little First Aid 
seed so hopefully sown by you...has...sprung up in a new 
shoot. A few weeks ago, there came to me a little book, 
entitled ‘The Barton First Aid Text Book’ by Dr. H.H. 
Hartung, & Mr. R.S. Wells...Mrs. Reed, Mr. Wells and 
Miss Kenrel ...[&] Dr. Hartung...came to Glen 
Echo...and...formally, and earnestly laid before me the 
record of what they had done, and besought me to 
become their president...merely in name. They would do 
all the work...They had a dozzen [sic] or more classes in 
operation...Mrs. Reed would take the Vice Presidency, 
Dr. Hartung, and Mr. Wells giving all active assis¬ 
tance...! consented to their demand but it was not to be 
made conspicuous...The classes so well started had 
called for further help, looking to Mr. Wells to give 
it...and the result was what they had brought to me...A 
little handful of earnest persons, at work in an earnest 
cause, with good will, large hopes, and no liabilities...! 
see by the press, that the ‘New Red Cross’ is preparing 
an outing, after its arduous labors in the cause of human¬ 
ity; they must need a rest ... ” Barton resigned her leader¬ 
ship of the Red Cross under a cloud of distrust. She was 
never formally charged with any crime, but was never 
exonerated either. Rumors personally crushed her sensi¬ 
bilities, and embittered her towards the organization his¬ 
torically synonymous with her name.

But 1 
can't do it. I have finally invited Bruch for the first time, 
since I was able to get 150 FI. for him, which I thought to 
be necessary and decent. It would be nice if he could 
also contribute to your concerts, as composer as well as 
pianist. Please let me know how things will go, and take 
my warmest regards..." A letter obviously written to a 
singer whom Brahms is trying to convince to sing in 
Vienna in a performance of Bach’s St. Matthew's 
Passion. There are remnants of a piece of paper tape on 
the margin of the first page which reads Georg Henschel. 
It is tempting to speculate that this letter was written to 
the young singer who became Sir George Henschel. 
During this period he was a boy soprano singing in the 
capital cities of Europe. Although the year in which the 
letter was written was not given, it would appear to have 
been written during the 1860’s or early 1870’s when 



Brahms was at the height of his powers, composing, con¬ 
ducting and occasionally performing on the piano. The 
reference to the piano concerto probably refers to the first 
piano Concerto in D minor. With translation. In 
excellent condition and with superb musical content.

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Liberty, with the teaching of philosophy, let us hasten the 
triumph of reason...Reasoning is the strongest 
weapon...Tear out all discord, eradicate all traces of blind¬ 
ing [by the religionist] and soon the storm and the clouds 
of fanaticism will disappear before the sum of reason. ” 
Remarkable content, following the views of Robespierre.

Very scarce, lacking in most collections of revolutionary 
directives. 

160 GARFIELD, JAMES A. ($600-Up) 

President: Union general. Choice Letter Signed "J.A. 
Garfield, ” 2 full pages, 4to, Washington, D.C., February 
13, 1878. Interesting letter to W.H. Smith in Worcester, 
N.Y., a distant relative of Garfield’s trying to trace their 
family ancestry. “Solomon Garfield, of whom you speak, 
was a brother of my grandfather, Thomas Garfield. Their 
father, Solomon, left Weston, Mass., soon after the 
Revolutionary War, and settled at Worcester...My father, 
Abraham Garfield, was born in Worcester, in December 
1799, and removed to Ohio when he was about 18...I shall 
be specially obliged if you will give me any information on 
this subject. Do you know where the family of Solomon, 
who married your Aunt Cynthia Smith, removed to, and 
whether any of their children are still living. My mother, 
whose maiden name was Eliza Ballow, and who lived in 
Worcester from 1808 to 1813, tells me that she remembers 
your mother, Annie Smith, very well, and that one of my 
father’s sisters was named for her... ” Fold wear with light 
age-stains.

WOODWARD ($600-Up) 

American surgeon; at the outbreak of the Civil War, enlist¬ 
ed as Assistant Surgeon in the Army of the Potomac; in 
1862, he was assigned duty in the Surgeon General’s Office 
at Washington, and placed in charge of the Army Medical 
Museum; collected the material for The Medical and 
Surgical History of the War, given control of the medical 
part; in addition, made valuable contributions to the pho¬ 
tomicrography and microscopy fields; in July, 1881 he was 
called to the bedside of President Garfield as an attending 
physician; elected president of the American Medical 
Association. Fine Autograph Letter Signed “J.J. 
Woodward, ’’ 1 -2/3 pages, 8vo, on imprinted stationery of 
“War Department, Surgeon General’s Office,” Washington, 
D.C.. September 26, 1881. Just 7 days after the death of 
President Garfield, Woodward writes “Dr. I. Minis Hays, ” 
the noted Philadelphia ophthalmologist, and co-editor of 
the “American Journal of the Medical Sciences,” a letter 


marked “ Confidential ” explaining: “After our last conver¬ 
sation 1 think 1 ought to send you the enclosed [not present] 
copy of the proceedings of a meeting of the late President’s 
physicians held last night, which however you must regard 
as shown you in strict confidence . These proceedings have 
to day been sent to Drs. Hamilton and Agnew for their 
views. A copy of my report of the post-mortem examination 
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was also sent to day...and this report will not be made pub¬ 
lic till their approval...is secured. So soon as this is done 1 
am authorized to furnish copies to the New York Medical 
record and you . The reason for not giving it to either 
exclusively is because it is not yet determined which offer 
for the publication of the History of the Case will be 
accepted...you must judge for yourself whether you wish to 
wait for the October number for the post-mortem record ... ” 
Woodward’s devotion to the monumental Medical History, 
and his involvement in the heroic effort to save the dying 
President took its toll on his health, and three years after 
writing this letter, he died. Most uncommon. [From the

163 GARFIELD, LUCRETIA R. [2] ($950-Up) 

First Lady; wife of assassinated President James A. 
Garfield. Rare Autograph Letter Signed “Lucretia R. 
Garfield, ” 4 pages, 8vo, on monogrammed black-bordered 
stationery, Cleveland, Ohio, February 27, 1882. An unusu¬ 
al personal letter written to "Hon. E[ zra] Bfooth] Taylor, ” 
candidly expressing her intolerance at what she feels is 
“discrimination . ” The former First Lady, still in mourning, 
pens: "The privilege you gave me...to make any suggestions 
confidentially to you as Chairman of the Committee to 
audit the Expenses of General Garfield’s illness, I now 
wish to take, by calling to your attention to a matter that 
may not have occurred to you. The Saturday papers assume 
to give the amounts decided upon by the Committee, and I 
notice Dr. Reybum is given $10,000, and Miss Dr. Edson 
$5000. This I suppose is granted on the ground that she 
was nurse and Dr. Reybum one of the surgeons, without 
taking into account the fact that Miss Edson is a practicing 
physician of quite as much celebrity in...Washington as is 
Dr. Reybum, and her practice was given up as entirely as 
was his. As far as real service was concerned that ren¬ 
dered by Dr. Reybum bore no comparison to Miss Edson's, 
and it seems to me only justice that this discrimination be 
not made in favor of Dr. Reybum...I make this sugges¬ 
tion...with the feeling that it may have been overlooked. I 
have heard nothing from Miss Edson...and she might not 
raise the question. It seemed to me not quite just and you 
will pardon my interference...” Included is a choice 
engraved portrait of the former First Lady.

Writing from his summer White House, Grant relates: "I 
have just returned from Washington and find your letter... I 
met Mr. Clark on the boat at New York City...to see 
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whether I would attend the State Fair. It was arranged that 
I should go on Thursday next y taking the...train from here, 
and meet Messrs. Ward & Clark at the landing and all go 
to Elizabeth [N.J.] by the first train. In the evening I am to 
return to Newark and attend the exposition there...When I 
left Julia promised to write to Jennie the next day. Whether 
she did it...I do not know. I venture not. She is a dead even 
match with Jennie in regard to putting off answering letters 
until they answer themselves. Mrs. Grant will not go with 
me to Elizabeth. We return to Washington the first of the 
week following my visit and she will be busy superintending 
packing up. Nellie [Ellen Wrenshall Grant] sails from 
Liverpool on the 12th of Oct. on her return. She writes the 
most interesting letters home. Her letters are infinitely bet¬ 
ter, as to composition and substance, than either of her 
older brothers can write I have read some of her letters to 
Mr. [George W.] Childs, the publisher, and he says that she 
ought to write a book of her travels...Frederick Dent 
Grant] left last Monday...for Dakotah, Montana, Utah and 
Wyoming, with [General Philip H.] Sheridan, on an inspec¬ 
tion tour. He will return the latter part of October and 
spend a week or two with us before joining his Regt. in 
Northwest Texas. Fred, is a splendid fellow - and I think 
not the least spoiled yet. He seems to be a little bit suscep¬ 
tible and may someday get married before he is quite 
ready. I hope not however... ” Light age-toning and expert¬

177 HAMILTON, ALEXANDER ($1500-Up) 

Revolutionary soldier and patriot; first Secretary of the 
Treasury; aide to General George Washington; Secretary of 
the Treasury; as head of the Treasury Department, 
Hamilton planned and created procedures that became the 
foundation of the government’s system of financial admin¬ 
istration and sound fiscal policies; as a result of his efforts, 
the credit of the United States was redeemed and the coun¬ 
try was saved from virtual bankruptcy. Fine Manuscript 
Letter Signed “A. Hamilton ” as Secretary of Treasury, one 
page. 4to, Treasury Dept., May 21, 1792. To John Kean, 
Cashier of the Bank of the U.S., transmitting [not present], 
“a warrant in your favor upon the Treasury for sixty 
Thousand Dollars to be applied by you towards discharg¬ 
ing the Interest of the Registered Debt standing on the 
Books of the Treasury... All reasonable dispatch and accom¬ 
modation to the Creditor is considered as a matter of great 
importance to the public Credit..." Title of the addressee 
“Cashier of the Bank of the U. States” has been added in 
Hamilton’s hand. With integral address-leaf franked 
“Treasury Department” by a clerk; docketed. Usual folds 
and light browning at edges, from prior framing, otherwise 
very good. Interesting in that even under George 
Washington, the U.S. was engaged in paying only the inter¬ 
est on the national debt. 

178 [HAMILTON, ALEXANDER] ($950-Up) 

On January 14, 1790, Hamilton sent to Congress the first 
“Report of the Public Credit, ” one of the greatest state 
papers ever written, in which he reduced the nation’s con¬ 
fused finances to order, provided for a funding system and 
for taxes to meet it, and showed a plan for the assumption 
of state debts thus cementing the Union. Subsequently, 
Congress passed into law Acts requiring the Secretary of 
Treasury to submit “an accurate statement and account of 
the receipts and expenditures of all public monies.” 
Offered in this lot, in its original binding, is a printed report 
entitled Sundry Statements by the Secretary of the Treasury- 
in Conformity with the Resolution of the House of 
Representatives of the 23d of January, 1793. This 31-page 
folio report, printed by Childs and Swaine, is signed in type 
by Alexander Hamilton as Secretary of the Treasury. An 
important and historic document, it accounts for revenues 
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and lists recipients of monies received and expended by the 182 

Department including warrants paid for salaries of various 
government officials including Vice President John Adams 
and cabinet officials among others.

Read 
Secry.. ” 1 page, oblong 8vo, n.p.. [Burlington, N.J.], March 
10, 1762. A Colonial pay-warrant “ N. 36, ” issued by “His 
Excellency Josiah Hardy Esqr. Captain, General, Governor 
& Commander in Chief of the Province of New Jersey and 
Territories thereon depending in America &c. To the 
Treasurers of the Province of New Jersey or either of them. 
Pay unto Anthony Elton Serjeant at Arms to the Council of 
this Colony, or his Order the Sum of Thirty Nine Shillings 
Proclamation Mony [sic], being for Thirteen days 
Attendance at this and the last Sessions of Assembly held at 
Burlington, as Serjeant aforesaid, for which this shall be 
your Warrant." Boldly signed by Hardy at the conclusion. 
Josiah Hardy served as Governor of New Jersey for two 
years, but was dismissed for issuing commissions to judges, 
during good behavior, in strict violation with his royal 
orders. Charles Read, at this time, was serving as an asso¬ 
ciate justice of the N.J. Supreme Court, and would be 
appointed Acting Chief Justice, upon the death of Robert 
Morris, in 1764.

After his resignation, George Ball, became a senior partner 
of Lehman Brothers, wrote books on foreign policy, and 
continued to play a role as a presidential adviser, particular¬ 
ly for President Carter in the Iranian crisis.

His reputation grew as 
it became known that he had been a strong opponent of the 
Vietnam War, long before it had become fashionable to 
entertain such views.

203 JUDAICA: ART FROM THERESIENSTADT, including 
Holocaust Relics [69] ($6000-Up) 

Art from Theresienstadt amidst a heart-rending and 
extremely important group of identified Holocaust relics, 
including: a simple, colorful drawing of a flower made in 
the camp, possibly by a child, a dress made from two con¬ 
fiscated prayer shawls, a highly significant eulogy poem 
partly in alliterated Hebrew, reaffirming the Jewish faith. 

This group consists of the personal papers and posses¬ 
sions of Stella Broil with a few items of her brother, 
Georg, and mother. Regine. They were Czech/Jewish 
internees in the Theresienstadt Concentration Camp. 
Theresienstadt was supposed to be a “model” concentration 
camp, where conditions were kept up to impress Red Cross 
and other human rights’ personnel who were taken there to 
be shown that “work camp” conditions were not as bad as 
reported. Admission was generally reserved for special 
cases (such as German / Jewish World War 1 veterans), but 
many Czech Jews (such as the Broils) were taken there 
because of its proximity to Prague. When visitors were 
expected, the camp was cleaned up and flower beds were 
planted, and artificial but attractive buildings erected. 
Nevertheless, while being a showplace was an important 
function of the camp it was also used as a way station 
between people being taken into “protective custody” and 
their deportation to extermination camps such as 
Auschwitz. Moreover, a sizable percentage of those not 
deported died at Theresienstadt of disease or mistreatment. 

The Broil women were seamstresses, which probably 
saved their lives. Each concentration camp had its own 
clothing depot where items looted from prisoners and syna¬ 
gogues (such as prayer shawls) were dropped and “new” 
clothes manufactured out of old cloth. The Broil women 
worked in the clothing depot at Theresienstadt. We know 
that Stella Broil and her brother survived the war and went 
to Israel following the liberation of Theresienstadt. Stella 
Broil became a teacher in Israel. The fate of her mother is 
unknown. 

The dress made of prayer shawls is of the greatest 



interest. Obviously fine woolen prayer shawls were 
excellent material for making clothes, and this girl’s dress 
was made of two of them in the clothing depot. It is 77 
centimeters long, and shows minor signs of wear, especial¬ 
ly in the seat, indicating that it was worn for everyday use. 



The Jewish Diaspora Museum, which examined this group, 
states that it is similar to the one in the Jewish Museum in 
Budapest. We are not aware of another such item, nor did 
the Diaspora Museum cite other examples. Holding this 
dress in hand is an emotional experience - it is tangible evi¬ 
dence of the Holocaust. 

There are two works of “art” in the group. One is a 
completely hand-drawn small flower, and the other a 
printed picture of a man which has been hand colored. 
The ink used is consistent with that known to have been 
used at Theresienstadt, as pictured in the recent illustrated 
book about children’s art in the camp (although we can 
only conjecture as to whether the items were done by chil¬ 
dren, perhaps the girl who wore the dress, their nature 
seems to indicate so.) Virtually all of this artwork is at the 
Jewish Museum in Prague. We are not aware of any of 
these pictures being made available to the public at auction. 
These pictures are literally the flowers that shine through 
the gloom, and show the hope and resiliency of the Jews in 
their darkest hour. 

There are other non-paper items of importance in the 
collection. You will find Broil’s cloth Star of David, a 
cloth sleeve insignia (based on the Czech flag) worn by 
Czech Jews and a piece of mica, significant because work¬ 
ers in Theresienstadt were supposedly employed in the pro¬ 
duction of mica. There is also a small, crude purse, 
apparently made by Broil in the clothing depot. Whether 
she needed it just for functionality or made it partly to satis¬ 
fy a desire to feel like a “normal” woman with a purse, we 
will never know. 

There are 61 paper items all told. Among these are 
passes in and out of the camp and to workplaces, dances, 
requisitions for clothing, reports of illnesses and vaccina¬ 
tion cards, food stamps, notices of packages or mail 
received and acknowledged, permits to visit the Jewish 
Council of Elders, and tickets to various events. 

One item is a day pass issued by order of the Elder of 
the Jewish Council and is valid until 9 P.M., giving Stella 
permission to go to a workshop. Another, a requisition for 
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shoes is laden with threats and black humor, ending “/ 
declare to have made all of the above statements truthfully, 
and l am aware that incorrect statements result in a loss of 
clothing coupons and that, furthermore, I may be criminal¬ 
ly prosecuted. ” A certificate of vaccination notes that the 
vaccine for abdominal typhoid fever was given and lists 
other vaccines for scarlet fever, typhoid fever, diphtheria 
and pox. Typhoid was one of the main killers of concentra¬ 
tion camp residents. Another item is a summons to Stella 
to present herself to the women's employment department, 
and another tells her to go to the troop barracks for work 
due to lack of space in the south barracks’ uniform tailor 
shop. 

Entertainment of sorts was another “advantage” 
Theresienstadt internees had. There are several printed 
dance invitations reading “Herewith we invite you to an 
Evening Dance...To be held in..." Some of the dance 
places listed are the Attic and the Brew House. Another 
ticket is for admission to “Central Pool, 1 men's pool, on 
July 2, 12:00 P.M. ” Apparently swimming was permitted 
during the summer. It is also interesting to see a summons 
to work addressed to the mother, Regine Broil, which reads 
“ Present yourself on 04.04.45 at 7:00 A.M. at the South 
Barracks," dated March 4, 1945, showing that 
Theresienstadt was in full swing even towards the very end 
of the war. It also shows that Stella was at Theresienstadt 
for well over 2-1/2 years, as the first dated document is 
from August, 1942. 
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But all was not so pleasant at Theresienstadt. It was 
still a place where death stalked; conditions were brutal 
enough that as many as a hundred people a day died there. 
The epitaph to Dr. Alfred Kling, written much in the form 
of a poem, is a stark reminder of death and suffering. It is 
in mixture of German, Czech and Hebrew, and describes 
him as “Full of pity, selfless, servant of the highest human 
art, " mentions “music, where one sings, ” affirms faith stat¬ 
ing “As faith leads us...” and ends saying that Kling 
“Stopped fighting; fare well, earth, vale of tears. ” This 
affirmation of the faith in the very heart of the Holocaust is 
itself very important. 

All of the papers have been translated, and the transla¬ 
tions and a letter about the collection form the 
Administration of the Jewish Diaspora Museum in Bad 
Hamburg are included. 

Like most other freed inmates, the Broils did not take 
any of these painful reminders with them at the time of 
their liberation. Most relics like these were destroyed or 
thrown out and very few are identifiable as to the person 
who owned them. Moreover, the most interesting artifacts 
(like the dress and the flower painting) do not survive out¬ 
side a few museums. Therefore, this group presents the 
Judaica collector with a rare opportunity indeed.

of other wars - of the war with Spain, of the Great War...World War II, and now we [h] ave added to that gallant company the men 
who lost their lives holding the line in Korea. The memory of these young men will [abound] so long as men are found who will set 
honor & country above all else. They have become in truth the shining spires of that city to which we all travel In the story Pilgrims 
Progress there are written these words which are our salute and farewell this morning. 7 am going to my Father’s... ” A master of 
the art of public speaking and especially of ad-lib, Kennedy’s draft is just the briefest outline, which he could embellish with the 
emotion of the moment.

able mother has broken under the renewed cruel persecu¬ 
tion inflicted upon my family by the House of Austria...1 
cannot take my Departure...without...Sincere acknowledge¬ 
ment of all those memorable favours so generously 
bestowed upon me...l was honored...that the Chief 
Magistrate of this great Republic...officially Declared that 
‘the United States can not remain indifferent in a case, in 
which the strong arm of a foreign power is involved to 
stijfle...and to oppress the spirit of freedom in any coun¬ 
try’...millions of my people will revive with hope...when 
they shall come to know what favours were bestowed upon 
their exiled chief..in acknowledgment of the justice of 
Hungary’s cause...I feel the Duty of expressing my thanks 
for them...the assurances of my, and my country’s eternal 
gratitude...I beg leave to reiterate the assurance of my ever¬ 
lasting respect...Mr. President! Your Excellency’s, most 
humble and obedient servant. ” Also included is an 
unsigned cabinet photograph of Kossuth, probably copied 
from a Daguerreotype.

late 1865[?]. A fascinating soldier’s memorial salute to his fall¬ 
en Supreme Commander, Abraham Lincoln. Written by 
Thomas McCurdy Vincent, a graduate of USMA, a veteran of 
the Seminole War, and in peace time, a science instructor at 
West Point. At the outbreak of the Civil War, Vincent partic¬ 
ipated in the 1st Battle of Bull Run, as Assistant Adjutant 
General for Irvin McDowell. In August, 1861 he was promoted 
Captain, with an appointment to the Adjutant General’s Office 
in Washington. For the balance of the war, Vincent was 
involved with the mountain of details revolving around the orga¬ 
nization, muster-in, muster-out, etc., of the thousands of 
Volunteer Soldiers. Stationed in Washington, he became 
acquainted with, a friend to, and an extension of the all-power¬ 
ful, and all-controlling Secretary of War, Edwin M. Stanton. In 
this important position, Vincent was able to directly interact 
with President Lincoln, and so, to know and admire him. 
Officially Lincoln became dependent on Vincent and relied 
upon his military services. Vincent’s lengthy manuscript recalls 
historically important, almost poetical words and thoughts of 
Abraham Lincoln. Although addressed to no one in particular, it 
was obviously written to immortalize the man and not the myth. 
Vincent begins in an almost Biblical context relating: “/ cannot 
think of Abraham Lincoln without recalling the parable: that, 
once upon a time, all the limbs of a man’s body became disgust¬ 
ed with the service they had to render to the belly. The feet and 
legs carried it, the hands worked for it and brought it food; the 
mouth ate for it, and so on. They thought it hard thus to toil for 



it, and agreed to stop..But soon all 

found themselves growing weak and starved, and...they resumed ser¬ 
vice to the seeming useless belly. Centuries ago the application of that 
parable was made by the wise old Roman, Agrippa, to the prolonged 
strife between the patricians and plebians [sic], at a time when the lat¬ 
ter was about to attack the former; and thus both factions were made 
to see that all ranks and states depended on one another; and unless 
all worked together, confusion blood-shed and decay would result. 
Thus was war avoided...Lincoln, when he assumed charge of the War 
of the Rebellion, soon learned that words of wisdom, in themselves, 
did not cause all the people to work together; and, accordingly, that 
the Union of the United States might be continued he sought addition¬ 
al means to preserve the belly. He found, as essential: Firstly that the 
loyal members of the body, wherever found, should be encouraged. 
Secondly that the disloyal Northern Members, with their despicable 
secret Machinations, should be subdued, and, if necessary, executed. 
Thirdly that the openly armed Southern Members should be forced to 
renew their allegiance; which involved death in battle, Capture and 
Surrender. The Union forces to be employed were: Lincoln's common 
sense and transcendent ability, fastened by the hand of the loyal peo¬ 
ple, to vast armies, Martial-Law and the results due to the suspension 
of the Writ of Habeas Corpus. In making declaration of Martial-Law, 
the President made subject to it insurgent enemies in the insurrec¬ 
tionary States, also their aiders and, abettors within the United States, 
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and all persons guilty of any disloyal practice affording aid and comfort 
to rebels against the authority of the United States. The Congress rein¬ 
forced that formidable power by an express provision speciffically [sic] 
vesting in the President the authority, whenever in his judgment the public 
safety might require it, to suspend the writ of H-C in any part of the U.S., 
and, thereunder the President required all civil officers within the U.S. to 
take distinct notice of the suspension, and to give it full effect - all citizens 
to conduct and govern themselves accordingly. Thus...the preservation of 
the Union was made paramount to all other consideration...Nevertheless, 
at times, Lincoln was surely discouraged, so much so that he said: ‘I 
begin to believe there is no North!' But he continued to seek the ‘accessi¬ 
ble quarter’ of the enemy, there to attack and make him feel ‘the evils of 
his injustice, and, by his sufferings, amend his ways. ’ His searching and 
comprehensive eye was upon all operations; and, during the four bloody 
years of his supreme command, the earth shook with...the tramps of 
armies...lurid flames of battle arose - a period, truthfully said, ‘of subver¬ 
sion and revolution’...And yet his heavy burden did not always keep him 
from playfulness through his stories - those short recitals expressive of 
general truth, and representing salient facts. With great force could he 
wield ‘a good swift simile ’; and rigid was his similitude. ‘Rugged maxims 
hewn from life' were ever ready at his call, and, as he had gained from 
study among the grand wilds of nature, it is [sic, is it] not wonderful that 
his simplicity, of manner and expression was sublime. June 5, 1863, at a 
time when there was a chance that Lee might throw his army between 
Hooker and Washington, Lincoln telegraphed to Hooker: '.../ have but 
one idea which 1 think worth suggesting—and that is in case you find Lee 
coming North of the Rappahannock, / would by no means cross to the 
South of it...I would not take any risk of being entangled upon the river, 
like an ox jumped half over the fence and liable to be torn by dogs, front 
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and rear, without a chance to gore one way and kick the other —’ June 

10, when Hooker...referred to a move upon Richmond, Lincoln said: 7 
think Lee’s army...is your true objective...If he comes towards the upper 
Potomac, follow upon his flank and on the inside tract, shortening your 
lines while he lengthens his. Fight him, too, when opportunity offers. If 
he stays where he is, fret him, and fret him. ’ June 14, after Lee had made 
great progress, Lincoln telegraphed: ‘If the head of his army is at 
Martinsburg and the tail of it on the plank-road between Fredericksburg 
and Chancellorsville, the animal must be very thin somewhere; could you 
not break him?’ Characteristic were his words: ‘the ebony trade, ’ when 
a plan for the recruitment of colored troops was under consideration; 
and, subsequently when defining the franchise, he said that some of the 
colored people ‘might be let in—as they would probably help, in some 
trying time, to keep the jewel of liberty> in the family of freedom. ’...May 

11, 1861, he said to Charles Francis Adams, [Minister] at the British 
Court: ‘You will make no admission of weakness in our Constitution, or 
any apprehension on the part of our government—You will, in no case, 
listen to any suggestion of compromise by this government under foreign 
auspices, with its discontented citizens. ’ And to Mr. Dayton Minister to 
France; ‘The President neither expects nor desires any intervention, nor 
even any favor from the government of France, or any other in the emer¬ 
gency... the President and the people of the United States, deem the Union, 
which would then be at stake, worth all the cost and all the sacrifice of a 


contest with all the world in arms, if such a contest should prove 
inevitable. ’ Ever living words are found in his second inaugural: ‘Fondly 
do we hope, personally do we pray, that the scourge of war may speedily 
pass away. Yet, if God wills it to continue...until every drop of blood 
drawn by the lash shall be paid by another drawn by the sword, as was 
said 3000 years ago, so still it must be said that the judgments of the Lord 
are true and righteous altogether. ’ And his purpose was indicated by his 
further words: ‘With malice towards none, with charity for all, with firm¬ 
ness in the right, as God gives us to see the right. ’ Lincoln's frequent vis¬ 
its to my office, with a slip of paper wrapped around a short lead pencil - 
his vest pocket the receptical [sic] - to learn, and record, as to the recruit¬ 
ment of the forces; his prompt recognition of me when I had business to 
submit to him, even, at the Executive Mansion, excusing himself from 
Senators and others, in order that I might not be delayed; his tender meth¬ 
ods of sending distressed parents to me, that, if practicable, their distress 
and anxieties might be relieved, all tended to impress me with 'that imper¬ 
sonal life, which is the fullest definition, as well as the truest test, alike, of 
goodness and greatness. ’ These are his immortal words near the end of 
the conflict: ‘Let us finish the work we are in, to bind up the Nation’s 
wounds, to care for him who shall have borne the battle, and for his 
widow and orphans; to do all which may achieve and cherish a lasting 
peace among ourselves and with all nations. ’ So beautiful his marvelous¬ 
ly balanced humanity , so broad his firmly based charity. The illustrious 
Commander-in-chief was not permitted to continue his feat in finishing the 
work. Abraham Lincoln, who had said, in Old Independence Hall, that he 
had never had ‘a feeling, politically, that did not spring from sentiments 
embodied in the Declaration of Independence, which gave liberty, not 
alone to the people of this country, but to the world for all future time,' 
and that if the Country could not be saved without giving up that princi¬ 
ple, he would rather be assassinated on the spot than surrender it; 
Lincoln who had travelled in the dead of night, prior to his inauguration, 
to escape assassination, was cut down by the hand of a demoniac! The 
sad night, of April 14, 1865, I was called, by the Secretary of War, to the 
house on 10th Street, where the President died, twenty two minutes after 7 
o'clock the morning of the 15th. Soon after 8 o’clock, on the departure of 
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the Secretary of War from the building, 1 was charged, as his representa¬ 
tive, with the care of the President's body, until the arrival of the party- 
empowered to transfer it to the Executive Mansion. I proceeded to the 
room where the President died, and when I uncovered his face, I found his 
eyes wide open. I pressed and smoothed the lids, and placed coins to 
close them. One coin was furnished by Colonel R. C. Rutherford of 
Illinois; I supplied the other one. This last statement concerning the plac¬ 
ing of the coins caused an egotistical upheaval among the witnesses to 
Lincoln’s last hours. Colonel Rutherford was indignant because he 
claimed it was he alone who had smoothed and placed the coins on 
Lincoln’s eyes. Surgeon Charles S. Taft reported that the an assistant sur¬ 
geon, had closed the eyes and placed the coins, and Vincent proclaimed 
that he had dene it.

workers...Every municipality will create an office...In a month...every one of you will present to me a report on what has been done 
and what is yet to be done. Until then, work discreetly. ” By the time Mussolini initiated this plan, the terrible war was taking its toll 
in Fascist Italy. “II Duce” was quickly losing his credibility, and the populace had little confidence in his ability. Shortly after mak¬ 
ing this speech, the Italian Grand Council forcibly removed Mussolini from office and imprisoned him. Released by a surprise 
German parachute attack, he tried to recapture control of Italy, but never regained the power he had enjoyed in the earlier years of 
Fascist domination, and ultimately was “hung by his thumbs” by Italian partisans. There are paper clip stains on first page and on 
verso of the last page, however the manuscript is in very good condition.

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248 NAZI DIARY: OTTO TELSCHOW ($5000-Up) 

Nazi Gauleiter of East-Hannover. An important and 
scarce, recently discovered, war-time [1941-45] diary of the 
daily life and professional career, of one of Hitler’s favored 
disciples. Otto Telschow. a disassociated, aristocratic, per¬ 
haps blinded local official, who believed that his collection 
of paintings and art was more important than the lives of 
thousands of human beings. To emphasize some of the 
high-points of his career, Telschow has illustrated his diary 
with rare original photographs, newspaper clippings, and 
[lithographed] messages from his friend Adolf Hitler. 
Secreted away for 50 years, the diary has only now been 
translated. We present here, for the first time since they 
were written, selected excerpts which Telschow chose to 
share with his diary. We especially call your attention to the 
entry made on November 11, 1941. where Telschow 
describes the Fuehrer's boast of sending someone who 
...did not keep his mouth shut...” to a "Concentration 
Camp." Some of the original German titles and terms are 
untranslated to maintain the diary’s integrity and flavor. 
Otto Telschow’s first entry reads: "Haushof Telschow, 
Deutsch-Evern, March 1941. The festive days of my 65 
birthday have rushed past. Before me lies a grand, leather- 
bound diary given by the Ortsgruppe Deutsch-Evern, which 
shows on its front cover a precious filigree ornament [still 
present]. On the 26th of February, the eve of my birthday. I 
had gathered about 130 guests...in Luneburg. They were 
comprised of Gauamters and Kreisleiters, of representatives 
of the Wehrmacht, the industry, the fanners ' union, science 
and art...Precious gifts were presented to me. The Fuehrer 
sent to 'his old, loyal Gauleiter' with cordially phrased 
words, and by courier, his picture in a glorious, heavy 
silver frame ...[and from] The Reichspropagandaminister 
Dr. Goebbels. a painting by Herbert [Schnoegel-Liegnitz] 


‘Silesian coke factory at night, '...[from] Gauleiter Simon...excellent 
Moselle wines...Gauleiter Wagner...a case Lowenbrau. Gauleiter 
Kaufmann...a portfolio with photographs of Hamburg...But my 
Gau rivaled them in showing the utmost affection. About 1000 
well-wishers in form of telegrams and letters arrived...” April 6, 
1941 “This morning, the radio announced the invasion of British 
troops into Yugoslavia from Greece. ” April 8, 1941 “In the night 
from the 7th to the 8th of April, the English dropped bombs on 
Wesermunde, which caused fires in the furniture firm 
Schluter...Professor Dr. Fritz Markensen...celebrated his 75th 
birthday. I brought him the Goethe-Medal for art and science that 
was presented to him by the Fuehrer..." April 9. 1941 “The spe¬ 
cial service announces the fall of Salonika Three days after the 
invasion! That is practically a miracle!" May 15, 1941 “...The 
promotion of Rudolf Hess to the deputy of the Fuehrer seemed to 
me to be a mistake from the start. Up to the Machtubernahme, he 
had not been active in public. His pompous, lectured speeches 
were the delight of old bourgeois hags; to us old fighters, he had 
nothing to say...he even established a ‘complaint department,' 
where he got quite flooded with ‘complaints.' A whole staff of 
Reichsinspekteure, had been instituted, who were only pushing 
paper, until the Fuehrer stopped this nonsense...A decision was 
rarely made by Hess. In the end, he had lost all ground with the 
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Gauleiters. He stood isolated...As well as I always ‘[related] ’ with 
the Fuehrer, as little was 1 able to get a relation to Hess. He always 
tried to appear so strong and manly, although he knew that his 
condition was known...The fact that he became (even stranger), and 
frequented all sorts of quacks, miracle workers, claire-voyants, 
, astrologers, etc. could not not have gone unnoticed...Yet one did 
nothing. ” On May 12th at night, the radio announced that Hess had 
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left Augsburg in an airplane two days prior, apparently in a state of men¬ 
tal illness, and that it must be assumed that he probably had an accident. 
On the same evening, I received an invitation for the Reichs and Gauleiter 
to the Fuehrer's.,.\ retreat near Berchtesgarden], / left...that night, and 
arrived in Munich the next morning. At that time, Hess had landed in 
Scotland, the Fuehrer was deeply shocked. A lengthy written statement 
was read to us, which said that Hess had in fact suffered from psychosis 
and hallucinations... [which led him 
peace to the world!..." August 3, 

1941 "...The wonderful restaurants 
on the lake at Hohenschwangau 
have been confiscated by the 
Reichsfuehrer SS Himmler, for the 
resettlement of Germans... ” August 
29, 1941 "...At night, Party 

Comrade Prof. Dr. Ley spoke in the 
Cianettihalle. Just before, there 
was quite a surprise...Dr. Ley 
received the first, and I the second 
Volkswagen produced in the 
Volkswagenwert...” October 3, 

1941 "Today, the men of the Legion 
of Norway took their oath., for the 
war against the Soviets, For this 
act, Quisling [Minister President of 
Norway] was there. A powerfully 
built man of at least 180cm height, 
good looking, blond hair, blue eyes. 

He made a lengthy speech. ” 

Carefully Telschow places a photo¬ 
graph in his diary, noting “This pic¬ 
ture shows Quisling (in civilian 
clothes), [with] the SS General, the Gauleiter, and Deputy Gauleiter 
Wagner, who is ordered to Norway.” November 11. 41 “All Gauleiters 
were ordered this time to the celebration of the 8th and 9th of November 
in Munich. After the act on the Koniglichen Platz, the Fuehrer received 
his Gauleiters with a handshake. When all had taken their seat, The 
Fuehrer, very stem, seized the moment to make the following statement: 
‘The last time I saw my Gauleiters was in a very serious hour on the 
Berghof, when the unfortunate Hess had flown to England, the British 
Government leaders were very' stupid and didn 't know how to exploit the 
situation. If they would have explained to the world that Hess had come 
with a peace offer, all allies would have left me!'... ” The Fuehrer’s state¬ 
ment continues “Now one of the Gauleiters did not keep his mouth shut. I 
mention back then the former [Olaf] v. Pfeffer, who now sits in a 
Concentration Camp. I have sworn back at the trial in Leipzig that the 
party will seize the power in a legal way, that it does not maintain rela¬ 
tions with the Reichswehr. 1 could do that, because v. Pfeffer had repeat¬ 
edly assured me that was the case. Later on, v. Pfeffer declared to me in 
the presence of Reichswehr officers that back then, he had committed a 
few ‘little perjuries'! Then von Pfeffer wrote me an impudent letter a few 
days after the meeting. Gauleiter Wagner...had informed von Pfeffer 
[that]...a Gauleiter, who does not keep his loyalty towards me has been a 
Gauleiter! Wagner , leave my house at once! The Reichsschatzminister 
will set a pension for him. Wagner shall not have served the party for 
nothing..." December 15, 1941 “Japan has entered into the war against 
England and the USA on the 11th of December. At the Reichstag meeting 
the Fuehrer gave an account of the past year which led Germany into the 
war with the United States. On the next day, the Fuehrer received the 
Reichs and Gauleiter in the Reichskanzlei to inform them in a 2-1/2 hour 
long report about his views on the political and war situation... ” New 
Year's Eve 1941 “On December 29, I was in Munich. The OPR Major 
Buch suggested to me to retire. I will follow his advice, because I am sick 
of always being lied about without having any protection from the top. 
But there are Canaille around the Fuehrer, and in my closest environment 
creatures who are not worth being spat at..." January 1, 1942 “...The 
artist Pitschen...sends me a Photograph of a painting of me that he, as 
ordered by the Fuehrer, has painted for the Braune Haus in Munich..." 
January 18, 1942 “On the 7th and 8th of January, the main trial against 
my adjutant Kurt [Hoflohe] took place before the Luneburg Criminal 


Court. He was sentenced to five months in prison,for manslaughter 
and bodily harm committed under the influence. Although the sen¬ 
tence turned out this light, the idiot has appealed it... ” February 2, 
1942 “The Kriegsverdienstkreuz 1st class, which the Fuehrer 
bestowed upon me, has arrived." February 2 1942 “Dr. Wilke tells 
me over the phone that...Dr...Klaus Moser has fallen on the 
19th...outside Leningrad. He was my...personal friend... ” February 
8, 1942 “Today Reichsminister Dr. [Fritz] Todt died in a plane 
crash...one of the most diligent 
and able men of 
Grossdeutschland...He was a 
dear comrade and blameless 
man. His successor , Prof. 
[Albert] Speer, has yet to prove, 
replace the deceased. 
The Fuehrer is being hit hard. 
After the case of [Werner von] 
and the case of 
Brauchitsch, the 
escape of Hess and the air acci¬ 
dents of Udet, Molders and Dr. 
Todt; the sudden death of Dr. 
Reichenau, the worsening of the 
situation in the east and the case 
of Gauleiter Wagner...” March 
1942 “Today...my brother 
Rudolph called to inform me that 
his son Joachim, Lieutenant in a 
Anti-aircraft regiment has died 
in a hospital in Riga, as a result 
of combat wounds. A shell hit 
him...My brother already lost 
two of his boys, now Rudolph...Of all male members of the family, 
we now have only Egon, who is a sergeant, now in the Donez 
basin... ” March 5, 1942 “I have entrusted the Reichsleiter [Martin] 
Bormann to propose my retirement to the Fuehrer, due to my age 
and my weak health. ” March 18, 1942 “...I have reported today to 
Reichsleiter Bormann and Reichspropagandaleiter Dr. Goebbels. 
Obergebietsfuehrer HJ [Buhr] Hagrose has fallen. He was an 
exemplary Youth Leader.” March 22, 1942 "...Yesterday night, 1 
gave a painting by Franz Hoffman to the Hojfman-von-fallersleben 
Society...I bought the picture for 2500 Marks...The public restau¬ 
rants have a tough time now. There is no drinking liquor because of 
confiscation. Very rarely is one able to get even a glass of wine!. ”

‘Luneburger Land’...at Castle Schonhausen...the castle where 
Frederick the Great banned his wife, Elisabeth Christine of 
Braunschweig...” April 28, 1942 “...The Reichstag met on 
Sunday...The Fuehrer spoke in a way that we hadn’t heard him 
speak before. He received the authorization to decide over life and 
death of each single individual and therefore now has a power so 
mighty as no ruler has had before him. The English have started a 
new method of war against the defenseless cities of Germany. They 
laid large parts of Lubeck and Rostock to ruins. The Fuehrer 
answers these crimes with countermeasures. The English drop 
phosphorus canisters, which produce gases.

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for SS Lieutenant-General [Reinhard] Heydrich, chief of the Gestapo, 
who fell victim to an assassination in Prague [Heydrich’s assassination 
provoked an act of revenge on the entire village of Lidice. All of its 
male citizen [199], were shot. All of its women and children put in 
concentration camps.] June 28, 1942 “...A major raid on Bremen took 
place...incendiary and explosion bombs were falling...we could see the 
sky lit by fire..." July 1, 1942 “Sevastopol fell today!" July 28, 1942 
“In the night of the 27th, a major British air raid on Hamburg 
occurred, which took a heavy toll on the civilian population...With the 
good weather, the target area was clearly visible... ” August 12, 1942 
“On the 5th...on order of the Fuehrer, a Gauleiter conference took 
place at the Headquarters of the Luftwaffe in Berlin under the chair¬ 
manship of Reichsmarschall Goering. The Fuehrer has stressed that 
the nutrition of the German people takes priority over that of all other 
peoples. From the first of October on, the bread and meat rations are 
supposed to be increased... ” November 12, 1942 “...On the evening of 
the 8th, the Fuehrer spoke in the Burgerbraukeller. .. [ He | kept us in the 
Casino of the Fuehrerbau, so that we were not exposed to possible 
[air] raids. Americans and English have invaded French 
Morocco...The Fuehrer ordered the passage of 
German troops to protect the coast of the 
Mediterranean." New Year’s Eve 1942 
“Again. I have received rich gifts for 
Christmas. From the Fuehrer, as usual, 

Coffee... ” January 1. 1943 “On the first day of 
the new year, l took part in the inspection of 
the political leaders in the Stadthalle.,.1 dis¬ 
charged Party Comrade Schluter from his 
office as deputy Kreisleiter... ” January 24, 

1943 “Heavy fights are taking place in 
Stalingrad. The seriousness of the time does- 
n ’t hinder the people to make their little sor¬ 
rows...the center of their universe...Stupidity 
and arrogance grow from one root... ” January 
30, 1943 "The 10th Anniversary of the 
Machtubernahme... The fights in Russia are 
heavy. The Fuehrer doesn't leave his headquarters...I...was bestowed 
with the golden Ehrenzeichen of the Hitler Youth and the Medal of 
Honor for Air Raid Protection..." February 14, 1943 “...The Fuehrer 
explained to us the causes of the loss of Stalingrad. As 1 was sitting on 
his right I had the opportunity to thank the Fuehrer for the gift...and 
was allowed to take coffee with him." March 21, 1943 "Eros 
Remembrance Day, Day of Potsdam. The deputy Gauleiter Papen 
calls and informs me that Kreisleiter Lieutenant Grahe...has fallen in 


Russia. 25% of my Kreisleiters have made their blood sacrifice...The 
Fuehrer gave the remembrance speech today...in Berlin. He prophe¬ 
sied to the ‘Western Enemies' the ‘bolshevication’ of their coun¬ 
tries." April 1, 1943 “The obsequies for the fallen Kreisleiter Hugo 
Kuhn at the municipal Theater... ” April 11, 1943 “Today obsequies 
for the fallen Gauleiter Freitag... ” April 22, 1943 “...I...drove...to the 
writer Frau Use Schreiber...an ‘Intellectual’ Urbanite, personal 
acquaintance of Kathe Kollwitz...Apparently she has been frequent¬ 
ing Jewish circles in Berlin..." May 8, 1943 “Yesterday, the state 
ceremony for the deceased Chief-of-Staff of the SA [Viktor] Lutze 
[head of the Brown Shirts] took place in the Mosaic Hall...in 
Berlin...After that, lunch with the Fuehrer. After the meal inspection 
of all Unterfuehrer. The Fuehrer pointed out that he has no under¬ 
standing for the foolish recklessness that caused the death of Lutze. 
The whole family could have been wiped out..." July 12, 1943 
“...f-rom the 9th to the 11th of July, we had the Hitler Youth Sports 
Fest in Celle..." July 16, 1943 “The British air war on North 
German territory has terrible results. Cologne-upon-Rhine had 2760 
dead in...June, 800 dead and 829 wounded...the 4th of July...137 
dead...the 9th oj July...The Cathedral of Cologne is severely dam¬ 
aged." July 31, 1943 “Mussolini has abdicated on the 24th. 
Marshall [Pietro] Badoglio took his place. There is no Hamburg 
anymore. In the night [of] the 24th...came the first major raid, in the 
night...[ of] the 26th...the second, and in the night...[ of] the 28th...the 
third raid. The number of victims has not been made public yet and 
probably will never be assessed. Hundreds of thousands of evacuat¬ 
ed people are populating my Gau. The misery is unsurveyably 
heavy..."

In Russia heavy destructive battles...Alarmism in the intellectual cir¬ 
cles. ..[religious leaders, and painters]. ..were imprisoned...Olga 
Bontjes was executed for high treason... ” At this place Telschow has 
affixed a notice about the "...infamous, cowardly assassination... ” of 
Wilhelm Kube noting “with Kuhe, one of the oddest figures of the 
political life has passed on.

He 
conducted meetings with the sign ‘Jews and National Socialists not 
admitted' on the door...he was one of the most feared opponents of 
the Weimar Republic parties...On top of that were his ‘affairs’ and 
therefore the opposition of the moralin-doused Rudolf Hess, who 
brought about his fall...Dr.

New Year’s 
Day 1945 “This night, at 
05 o’clock, the Fuehrer 
exhorted his people to exer¬ 
cise loyalty and heroism in 
a radio address from head¬ 
quarters.” January 13, 
1945 "...On January 6, the 
painter Siebelist died...so 
did my old comrade 
Gottshed...On the same 
day, I raided the quarters

Koppe has also been 
trapped in Krakow. ” January 27. 1945 “Fights before Berlin, on the 
Oder, Marienburg, Graudenz, Schneidemuhl...The rag collection 
brings excellent results. The people are great. They look up to the 
leadership as they did before. ” February 2, 45 “...At noon, 1 saw the 
Volkssturm battalion...under Captain Barssmacher, leave. The bat¬ 
talion is marching to Kustrin... ” February 3, 1945 “The President of 
the Volksgerichtshof Dr. Roland Freislerfell victim to a terror-attack 
on Berlin.’’ February 13, 1945 "...Today...Gau Lowangen 
arrived...Something isn’t quite right with him. He makes a very con¬ 
fused and disturbed impression. He says that political leaders are 
taunted by officers as ‘gold pheasants’ and ‘cowards.’ February 15, 
1945 “Party Comrade Marziurath informs me that my 
Propagandaleiter Grafing has fallen in the East. The best fall the 
other know how to dodge. ” February 22, 1945 "Like so many other 
railroad stations, the surroundings of the Luneburg station were 
bombarded by planes this forenoon.” February 25, 1945 “...I was 
with the Fuehrer...yesterday...the very day on which, 25 years ago, 
the Fuehrer proclaimed the program of the NSDAP...The Fuehrer is 
very’ worn out, his back is bent over, the left arm ‘shivers’ constantly, 
he speaks very softly, so that I understood only very little... ’We have 
nothing left to lose, but everything to win’...” March 15, 1945 
“Generaloberst Fromm has been sentenced to death. The sentence 
has been carried out already. And that is justice 7... I have finally fin¬ 
ished Frieda Chavatromek lover of the Negro Cooper, consul of the 
State of Liberia. Together with her, the NSKK Oberfuehre Metzger 
and the Standartenfuehrer Oelkers disappear from party life...The 
Gau is crowded with 185,000 bombed out people and about 300,000 
refugees from the Eastern Gaus.” March 22, 1945 “Kreisleiter 
Herrmann Danneberg had a fatal accident...NSFK Gruppenfuehrer 
Hiss sent me...liqueurs and choice wines. The cellar is full again!” 
March 27, 1945 “Yesterday were the obsequies for Kreisleiter 
Hellermann...The Ehrenzeichentrager von Wege, Burgermeister of 
Luchow has been put in prison...” March, 1945 “Lieutenant General 
Ostercamp the most senior fighter pilot of the Luftwaffe, while visit- 
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<«£ me, accused Reichsmarschall Goring for the decline of 
the German Luftwaffe. He also believes that the Fuehrer is 
hermetically sealed from the outside world, that there is a 
clique keeping everybody from him.” Easter, April 1, 1945 
“Buergermeister Schmitz...informed me that a man has 
been caught looting; l have given orders to hang that man. 
Tomorrow a Volunteer unit named ‘Adolf Hitler’ will be 
formed at the Munster...in order to destroy tank troops. 
The NS ‘Wehrwolf has assembled. It has been commis¬ 
sioned to kill any enemy that treats the people badly, as 
well as any German who helps the enemy, as a traitor. ” 
April 16. 1945 “There is fighting all over the Gau. Gifhorn, 
Celle, Burgdorf, have been taken by the enemy. Fighting 
has been going on...since April 13th. 17 tanks have been 
destroyed up there. Walsrode is under attack. Verden is 
being held, although it is almost totally destroyed. On 
April 13, General Feldmarschall [Ernst] Busch visited me 
in Luneburg. The Verden-Soltau-Uelzen Donitz line is not 
only to be held, but offensive measures are to be taken. The 
Wittenberge-Donitz line was under attack, so far without 
success for the enemy. ” After Telschow pens his unnerv¬ 
ing entry of April 16th, 1945, his diary suddenly stops. Not 
surprisingly his entries had begun to wane, when the war. 
popular opinion, and the world, started to turn against the 
Third Reich. What had started as a celebration of his life, 
ultimately becomes a sad memorial, for not long after mak¬ 
ing this last entry, Telschow learned that the Fuehrer com¬ 
mitted suicide. Feeling all was lost now, Telschow himself 
attempted suicide by slashing both his wrists and taking 
poison. On May 31, 1945, he died in a hospital in 
Lueneburg of heart failure, resulting from the failed effort 
to end his own life. Mounted to the final page is a mar¬ 
velous photograph of Telschow astride a fine steed, signed 
and dated “ Itzenbuttel. Easter 1936." An uncommon per¬ 
sonal written “window” through which we can finally catch 
a glimpse of what World War II looked like from the other 
side. With the 50 year celebration of the close of World 
War II, now just a memory, the discovery of this important 
diary provides an undeniable revelations. The insight pro¬ 
vided by Hitler's own words regarding the Concentration 
Camp, and the Reichstag giving him “...the authorization 
to decide over life and death of each single individual... ” is 
proof positive of the singular aim and ultimate goal of the 
Third Reich.

Extraordinary Autograph Letter Signed “L. Pasteur, ” in French, 4 
pages, 8vo, March 11, 1889. The letter begins with Pasteur exclaiming, "What a blunder I made in calling it emphysema instead of 
edema! I hope you and Germont will excuse me. ” This amply confirms the modesty and lack of pretension which Pasteur displayed all 
his life. This long letter is obviously written to a fellow researcher working in Australia. “/ hasten to inform you that the general 
agent, Sir Saul Samuel, was not able to send my telegram of March 1st to the Premier of Sydney and to be delivered to you, because its 
contents failed to conform with the authorization he had formerly received with reference to telegrams sent by me. I just have to be 
sure that my representatives are aware of this. I have substituted for it this one of March 9th, and I hope that this time he will have 
been able to get it delivered. Here it is: ‘The Premier of Sydney — To Doctor Germont - Pasteur Mission - in Sydney. Telegram of 
March 1st not delivered. The last shipment brings you a new box of vaccines to be used after the third successful experiment on rab¬ 

bits. But divide the serum into tubes for 100 sheep and not 1.000. Pasteur. This latter proportion of serum comes from a recommen¬ 
dation in Mr. Germont’s letter of January 18 (and January 22) in which Mr. Germont tells me that you would be making tubes of vac¬ 
cine for one thousand sheep. That’s too many. And if there is an accidental alteration in the tubes, the loss would be greater and 
because the syringe, soiled by the puncture of skin, would change too much by the application of one thousand vaccination. With tubes 
for 100 sheep there has never been a case of edema septicianque (?) And there would not be a case even with tubes for one thousand 
sheep. But it would serve no purpose to take the chance. And yet, the same syringe can be used for ten tubes per hundred sheep. Mr. 
Lesage, who does vaccinations each year, told me that he used the same syringe an entire day, using five and ten tubes per hundred. I 
questioned him about this quite recently. I would advise you not to vaccinate all the sheep requested. A few lots of 10,000 would be 
quite sufficient, and I advise, if the owners consent to it, that you vaccinate only half the lots brought to you, in order to have proof of 
the efficacy of the vaccination on half marked with a branding iron compared to the half not marked and not vaccinated. It would be 
very useful to ask them for this element of control and new proof of the efficacy of the vaccination, in order that we may be able to 
respond to the arguments which without that proof are bound to arise. You know that at the beginning of our vaccinations we often 
relied on the proven results at Pouilly-le-Port. ” In 1888 the Institut Pasteur was founded where thousands of people suffering from 
hydrophobia were treated and cured. In 1889, the year this letter was written, Pasteur was 67 but obviously still very involved with the 
experimental studies in the vaccinations of rabbits and sheep in Australia. In excellent condition with superb scientific content.

I suggest you ask 
Chief Conciliator John Steelman to proceed immediately 
and tender his good offices towards effectuating a settle¬ 
ment through the orderly process of collective bargaining. 
Please keep me informed. ” The unions had all agreed to 
keep their men on the job with exception of the United 
Mine Workers under John Lewis. When mediation efforts 
under Steelman and Labor Secretary Perkins came to a 
standstill, Lewis called for a strike on May 1, 1943 to 
protest the wage freeze among others. FDR immediately 
ordered the war-essential anthracite mines in Pennsylvania 
seized by the government.

To 
Alexander Miller, Keeper of the Ethnographic 
Department...of the Russian Museum of EMPEROR 
ALEXANDER III... we grant the Order of St. Anna, second 
degree. To Vasiliy Markovich...and to Alexander 
Glebov...we grant the Order of St. Anna, second degree. 
To Mikhail Novikov in charge of Sochi cultivation and agri¬ 
cultural experimental Station...and to Leonid Zverev, 
Chief..of Commerce of the Authority of the Vladicaucasus 
railroad, we grant the Order of St. Anna, third degree. To 
Konstantin Demokidov, Entomologist of the Main Authority 
of Appanages...and to Alexander Lukin...we grant the 
Order of St. Stanislas, third class. We, therefore, COM¬ 
MAND the capitulary to issue to these cavaliers the 
insignia of the Orders and the deeds pertaining thereto. "

appears the order from the “State Secretary” forwarding the 
Royal Decree and ordering the insignia to be awarded. The 
year 1914 had begun with building unrest in Russia.

Nicholas’s 
answer, of course was, send in the Cossacks. This generous

going over for the show of the pictures at Knoedler’s 
gallery...Have you ever heard the record of Gertrude’s read¬ 
ing? - She had the most burly [?] speaking voice ever 
was...Thank you so much for letting me know about the re- 
editing of the Columbia University recordings. / do not at all 
remember them - Could there have been tape recordings in 
thirty-four? About reproducing the Picasso portrait - here in 
France the owner holds the right of reproduction...The re is to 
be a paperbacked edition of Picasso - And the C.B.S. is giv¬ 
ing a long programme on Gertrude for the tenth anniversary 
- which is of the greatest satisfaction to me. Recognition 
grows as it should but it is always a fresh pleasure...you 
mailed me the clipping of Leonard Lyons’ about 
Picasso...frankly I find him very inexact... [with] preconceived 
ideas...Gertrude said that was the way newspaper men were 
when they came to interview her but the photographers who 
came with them could listen, hear and understand...the Lees 
came to see me...and they asked me more questions than 
anyone has since my early school days seventy years 
ago...They got ‘inside’ information about Fitz Gerald and 
Hemingway and Matisse...and Picasso and G.S. - Bless 
them...Anita Loos is adorable!... You will have a good lunch at 
my restaurant as my guest - I haven’t cooked for over two 
years now - I am a tired old woman...my servant drank, fell 
and was sent to a hospital...That is a touching few lines in the 
New Yorker on ‘Yes Is For A Very Young Man .' You are a 
dear to send it to me...[The play] has grown tired and there is 
no reviving it for at least another generation when it may 
have an historic interest..." In the letters written by a secre¬ 
tary, the topics range from Hemingway’s death being “second 
generation of suicide” to turning over literary executorship to 
Donald Gallup.

To financier and 
Signer of the Declaration of Independence, Robert Morris, 
he writes: “/ have had a painful & tedious paroxysm of 
something like the Gout, but Its local or favorite position 
was round that part of my thigh where an ounce ball is 
lodged, & which I am determined to have extracted as soon 
as I arrive in Georgia; from a persuasion, that, as it was 
the Primitive cause, so it will be the means of effecting a 
radical cure of that acute complaint.
